TIENTSIN. — In an inter¬ 
view today, Yosuke Matsu- 
oka, American educated pres¬ 
ident of the South Manchuria 
Railway company, disclosed 
Japan seeks control of the 
whole of China to prevent it 
from falling prey to soviet 

Russia and communism. The Jap¬ 
anese army, he said, intends to oc¬ 
cupy Nanking, the Chinese capital. 
Matsuoka explained Japan’s po¬ 
litical and economic plans in 
North China had been de¬ 
layed pending the clearing up of 
the Shanghai situation, as a fun¬ 
damental solution in the north was 
impossbile until the Chinese 
troops were defeated and Nanking 
occupied. 

Eighty per cent of the Chinese 
economic and political leadership, 
he said, is concentrated around 
Shanghai, while the coastal zone 
and northern provinces constitute 
90 per cent of China. 

“If the 10 per cent chooses to 
go communist, let >t,” Matsuoka 
said. "It is better for Japan to 
hold the 90 per cent than lose the 
whole of China and permit the 
country to go over to the Soviet. 
The greatest aim of Japan is to 
save China from communism and 
the Kuomintang (the dominant 
nationalist political party).” 
STRONGEST WEAPON 

The Japanese, he declared, were 
unable to achieve their aims in 
China by counter-propaganda and 
were forced, therefore, to employ 
their strongest weapon, namely, 
the army. 

Matsuoka asserted that every 
nation rightfully used its strong¬ 
est weapons to combat its oppon¬ 
ents and the Japanese were un¬ 
equal to others in propaganda and 
intrigue. 

Asked if a strong anti-Kuomin- 
tang government at Nanking and 
an independent North China ad¬ 
ministration at Peiping were con¬ 
sidered necessary, Matsuoka re¬ 
plied the question was unanswer¬ 
able academically. 

"Every Japanese hopes for a 
strong anti-Kuomintang govern¬ 
ment to replace the Nanking gov-

These orders, the Vatican source 
said, have gone out in a private 
memorandum defining the Vati¬ 
can’s position in the Sino-Japanese 
conflict. 

These make plain, however, the 
Vatican informant added, that 
complete impartiality is the rule 
in ministering to the wounded of 
either side. 

This action, it was asserted by 
the Vatican source, coming after 
the recognition of insurgent Span¬ 
ish Generalissimo Franco’s regime 
in Spain and after numerous re¬ 
cent assertions of the pope vigor¬ 
ously condemning communism, 
seemed to indicate the determina¬ 
tion of the Vatican to carry on 
relentless war against the spread 
of communism as inimical to the 
church. 

INSTRUCTIONS 

This same quarter said that 
Japan’s action “tends to arrest 
Bolshevist penetration in Asia,” 
and that the memorandum con¬ 
tains eight specific instructions, 
the more significant of which are 
summarized as follows: 

“To assist wounded on both 
sides. 

"To preach the necessity of 
China’s comprehending the pre¬ 
cepts of Japanese civilization and 
divesting herself, especially in 
certain districts, of ferocious Mon¬ 
golian influence. 

“To point out that China’s vast¬ 
ness, provided the people redis¬ 
cover the standards of their an¬ 
cient civilization, will tend to per¬ 
mit gradual absorption of Japa¬ 
nese influence. 

SUPPORT JAPAN 

“Whenver Bolshevist danger ap¬ 
pears active, to support, without 
reserve, Japanese action. 

“To give Japanese military au¬ 
thorities the clear impression, that 
on the part of the Catholic church, 
there is no obstacle to complete 
collaboration.” 

Missionaries also, the Vatican 
source said, have been instructed 
not to repeat and not to associate 
themselves in any propaganda 
against the United States or 
Great Britain but to combat such 
propaganda by emphasizing the 
protection given religious freedom 
in those countries. 

POLICY OUTLINED 

This Vatican source summed up 
the church’s policy as follows: 

"It abstains from every sort 
of intervention between parties at 
war, since all men whom war 
massacres are dear to its heart, 
and since it hopes soon to see a 
reconciliation.

Vigorous Attack on 
Shanghai Continues 

SHANGHAI. (JP)—‘ The worst 
bombardment in Shanghai’s bloody 
warfare raked the international 
settlement today, killing or 
wounding scores of Chinese civil¬ 
ians and wounding a United States 
marine. 

Marines were forced to evacuate 
two huge cotton mills inside their 
defense lines where they had been 
quartered. These structures were 
hit by shells believed to have been 
fired from Japanese guns. 

None of the marines billeted 
in the mills were wounded but 
Milton Hiatt, private in the fourth 
regiment, was struck in the 
shoulder by a rifle bullet while on 
duty inside a machine gun de¬ 
fense works. 

A sailor aboard the United 
States flagship Augusta, J. P. 
McMichael, was injured slightly 
by shrapnel from Japanese shells

BOSTON. I/P) — Climaxing a 
two-year fight, opponents of 
branch banking in the United 
States won a decisive victory to¬ 
day when the American Bankers 
Association for the first time 
went on record against the exten¬ 
sion of branch banking beyond 
state lines. 

The 63rd convention adopted a 
resolution favoring “the preserva¬ 
tion and continuation of the dual 
banking system by which banks 
are free to operate under either 
state or national charter." 

The association opposed “any 
proposal or device looking to the 
establishment of branch banking 
privileges across state lines, di¬ 
rectly or indirectly.” 

Under present laws both state 
and national banks may estab¬ 
lish branches within state boun¬ 
daries. 

The action was bailed by H. 
M. Chamberlain, retiring presi¬ 
dent of the state bank division, as 
a ‘‘complete victory.”

The discovery of the girl’s 
plight was made when she applied 
to Dr. Skaff for treatment for a 
"sore throat.'* Doctors at Sutter 
hospital where the girl was taken 
said there was no known antidote 
for the poison. 

They said they expected the 
girl to die within 10 days.

A $350 check assertedly written 
during a black-jack game became 
the center of a superior court 
fight today, as Sally Williams, 
collection agency proprietress, 
appealed from a Santa Ana justice 
court decision against her. 

She had sued in justice court 
for the $350 against G. H. Finley 
of Westminster who wrote the 
check in November, 1936, and 
Frank Payton of Downey, who 
indorsed it after it was given to 
him. She was suing under an 
assignment of the check by M. 
R. Payton, who refused payment 
by the bank. 

Finley, in a justice court an¬ 
swer, alleged he wrote the check 
to Payton for a loss in a black¬ 
jack game, and that there being 
no consideration for the money, 
the debt was not legal. Justice 
Chris Pann ruled in Finley’s 
favor.

Differences between members of 
the joint outfall sewer district 
over the kind of pipe to be used 
in repairs of the ocean end of the 
big sewer line were settled peace¬ 
fully last night. 

By unanimous approval, a com¬ 
mittee of engineers was instructed 
to draw up a Works Progress ad¬ 
ministration project for repair of 
two miles of section No. 1 at a 
cost of approximately $75,000. Of 
this total, member cities will pay 
$24,000. 

Directors of the district agreed 
to terms insisted upon by Santa 
Ana for use of concrete pipe in 
making the repairs. Under the 
repair plan the damaged section 
of the line will be divided and re¬ 
inforced concrete pipe will be 
used. 

CONCRETE CAP 

Engineers said the lower end of 
the line will not be replaced at 
this time, and that a concrete cap 
will be placed over the damaged 
section of the line.

WASHINGTON. CPI — Adminis¬ 
tration strategists, seeking swift 
approval of a five-point program 
at the special session of congress 
next month, faced the possibility 
today of a prolonged jam over 
the antl-lynching bill. 

The senate, In order to get out 
of a parliamentary tangle in 
August, agreed formally to make 
the anti-lynchlng measure a spe¬ 
cial order of business immediately 
after a vote on farm legislation at 
the next session. 

This agreement, parliamentar¬ 
ians said, was so worded that it 
holds for the special session called 
by President Roosevelt. 

Leaders expressed the belief the 
agreement would not endanger 
wage-hour or farm legislation but 
would throw a serious obstacle in 
the way of the President's three 
other proposals. 

These are government reorgan¬ 
ization, creation of regional plan¬ 
ning authorities modeled after the 
TVA, and strengthening of the 
anti-trust laws. 

The wage-hour bill already has 
passed the senate and would not 
be sidetracked by the anti-lynch¬ 
ing debate unless the administra¬ 
tion should unexpectedly abandon 
the bill now awaiting house ac¬ 
tion and should submit a new one.

Board Discusses Use 
OF Santiago Pits 

Plans to save overflow water 
from the Santiago dam forged 
ahead today following a meeting 
of the Orange County Water Dis¬ 
trict board of directors yesterday 
afternoon. 

Discussion of plans for drilling 
sinking pits to conserve the wa¬ 
ter was the only matter which 
came before the water board at 
its monthly meeting. 

PITS EFFECTIVE 

Director C. Roy Browning said 
he favors the plan for saving the 
water by directing it into sinking 
pits, but added that he could not 
speak for James Irvine, who con¬ 
trols a third interest in the Santi¬ 
ago dam. 

Pits put in by the Santa Ana 
Valley Irrigation company and 
other water users last year saved 
about 80 acre feet of water, it 
was reported. 

TO GET DATA 

Plans of the water board are 
more comprehensive. Members of 
the board plan to save all the wa¬ 
ter which runs down the Santi¬ 
ago creek, if that is possible. 

A committee comprised of Di¬ 
rectors William Wallop, William 
Mauerhan and C. A. Palmer was 
named to collect data on construc¬ 
tion of the sinking pits, and to re¬ 
port back at the next meeting.

HORTON INJURED

and the Santa Ana contingent 
will rely upon Mr. and Mrs. Carl 
C. Cowles and Myron Warner to 
represent them. 

Many noted riflemen from Cal¬ 
ifornia and surrounding states 
are expected to take part. 


Allocation of $14,693.44 to Or¬ 
ange county as its share of liquor 
license fees was announced today 
in Sacramento, with Newport 
Beach getting the biggest chunk 
among cities and Brea the small¬ 
est—$2.50. 

The allocation, announced by 
Ray Edgar, member of the state 
board of equalization for the 
fourth district, represents 50 per 
cent of total fees earned during 
the first half of the year, totaling 
$2,894,519.51. The state’s share 
goes into the general fund. 

County and city shares, under 
an attorney-general’s ruling, are 
to be used in enforcement of liq¬ 
uor laws. 

Santa Ana gets $1876.56 of the 
local allocation, with Newport 
Beach being given $2116.25. The 
unincorporated area is allocated 
$5279.37. 

Other city shares are Anaheim, 
$1354.38; Brea, $2.50; Fullerton, 
$496.25; Huntington Beach, 
$803.12; Laguna Beach, $1040.63; 
La Habra, $140; Orange, $139.37; 
Placentia, $347.50; San Clemente, 
$593.13; Seal Beach, $441.88, and 
Tustin, $62.50. 


Students range all the way 
from 16 to 50 in age, but most 
are between 17 and 25—and un¬ 
married.

Brunettes predominate among 
the beauty operators, although one 
beauty school teacher admitted 
many of them “are blondes or red¬ 
heads before they finish the 
course." 


Approximately 6000 Santa Ana 
women are patrons of the city’s 
60-odd beauty parlors, and at that 
rate, it would take only 25 years 
for the schools to turn out enough 
operators to go around, one to a 
customer. 


Anxious but healthy are these war babies of Madrid

MADRID.—Babies born amid 
shell fire in this war-torn capital 
thrive under the hectic conditions. 
Madrid has more babies under a 
year old now than it did in normal 
times. 

The birth rate has declined 
somewhat, but the infant mor¬ 
tality rate has declined much 
more, due to wartime health and 
protection measures, officials ex¬ 
plain. 

FIFTY BIRTHS A DAY 

More than fifty infants are born 
here every day now. Since the 
outbreak of civil war July 18, 
1936, 22,200 babies have been born 
at an average rate of 1600 month¬ 
ly. The normal birthrate was 
1750 monthly. 

The decline is explained by the 
emphasis put on evacuation of 
expectant mothers, thousands of 
whom are housed in nursing 
homes in less dangerous areas. 

But while infant mortality was 
28 deaths in a thousand annually 
in pre-war days, it has been re¬ 
duced to 18 or 20 a thousand now. 

All children under five years 
old have been placed under super¬ 
vision of the Institute of Child 
Care, with state feedings and reg¬ 
ular medical attention. 

Doctor Juan Jose Carvajal, di¬ 
rector of this institute, estimates 
there are 60,000 such children in 
Madrid. 

PLANS TO EXTEND CARE 

The institute nyaintains 50 food 
centers and 22 qlinics. Although 
a second long winter reduced food 
and no heat is inevitable, Dr. 
Carvajal not only expects to care 
for the 60,000 but he also hopes 
to extend his care to children un¬ 
der ten. 

These children consume almost 
all the milk coming into the be¬ 
sieged city. Only about 30 per 
cent of the city's normal supply 
of milk is being produced. 

Before the war Madrid drank 
70,000 litres of milk daily, which 
has now been reduced to 15,000 
litres daily. 

It is difficult to maintain bal¬ 
anced diets because of limited sup¬ 
plies and lack of variety and 
greenstuffs. Carvajal’s institute 
gets first choice on incoming food. 

Madrid’s war babies face no 
prospect of clothing shortage be¬ 
cause stores are stocked high and 
children’s clothes still sell at 
normal prices. 


Babies Arriving Too 
Fast for Russia 


Average previous education of 
beauty students is the ninth or 
tenth grade. State law requires 
them to finish the ninth grade, and 
many of them go right into beauty 
schools from there, though beauty 
school doesn’t fill the state’s min¬ 
imum ed u c a t i o n specifications. 
Some university graduates are en¬ 
rolled in beauty schools, and quite 
a number of former nursing stu¬ 
dents have gone into this field. 


But the beauty technician who 
lasts 10 years is a rare discovery, 
and most of them get married or 
swing into some other work with¬ 
in a year or two. 


MOSCOW. (.PI —Babies are 
being born so fast in the Soviet 
Union that authorities scarcely 
know how to care for them. 

Divorce, on the other hand, is 
declining. 

This situation has resulted 
from the reversal of the early 
policy of legal abortions and 
easy divorce. 

The jump in the birthrate has 
outstrlp|>ed the hospital build¬ 
ing program. Clubs and other 
institutions were pressed into 
service as lying-in homes. 

In Moscow and Leningrad, 
the birthrate has more than 
doubled in a year. 

Moscow is expected to regis¬ 
ter 150,000 births this year in a 
population of 3,500,000. Lenin¬ 
grad expects nearly 100,000 
among its 2,800,000 inhabitants. 
In the first eight months 65,627 
babies were born there. 

Divorce statistics are scarce, 
but figures from Leningrad are 
typical. Only 3860 couples were 
divorced in the first six months 
of this year, as against 10,313 
in the corresponding period of 
1936. The drop was even more 
pronounced in Leningrad prov¬ 
ince-1504 this year, 5432 last 
year.

Must Advertise 


To buy materials or equipment 
costing more than $1500, the 
county flood control district must 
advertise for bids, Special Attor¬ 
neys B. Z. McKinney and Albert 
Launer warned the board of su¬ 
pervisors yesterday afternoon. 

The board had asked for a rul¬ 
ing on provisions of the flood con¬ 
trol act providing for purchases, 
and McKinney and Launer both 
said the act was indistinct on the 
subject, but preferred to “play 
safe” and allow direct purchases 
only under $1500 except in emer¬ 
gencies. 

The question came up as the 
district prepared to launch action 
on two projects, one at East Rich¬ 
field and the other in Laguna 
canyon. The former will cost 
$25,000 and the latter $49,000.

Warmer of San Bernardino, who 
heard opening phases of the case 
here in June, will decide the argu¬ 
ment after submission of reports 
by Dr. Beckman and a Long 
Beach testing laboratory.

Today there’s a vegetarian in 
every Santa Ana garage, or some¬ 
thing. 

Every pot does not contain a 
chicken. Nor does it hide a 
luscious pork chop, nor yet a ham. 

Meat costs too much for that. 
Mostly pork and mutton. 

Mrs. Santa Ana is paying about 
10 per cent more today for her 
family’s food than she was at this 
time last year. The meat bill 
probably is lower, because Mr. 
Santa Ana and all the little San¬ 
tas are eating less meat, because 
its costs too much. It’s up al¬ 
most 25 per cent over last year. 
HIGHER IN EAST 

But while food prices rise stead¬ 
ily," said Ben Manker, manager of 
to labor costs, meat prices aren’t 
what they are in New York, Chi¬ 
cago, and other spots in the East. 
There meat costs are up nearly 
double last year’s figures. Here 
they aren’t so bad, although pork 
prices lift the average. 

“Prices are up possibly less than 
10 per cent for the average fam¬ 
ily,”sai d Ben Manker, manager of 
Smart and Final, “but they’re go¬ 
ing higher. Labor costs have in¬ 
creased production costs at least 
1 per cent, and we’ll see more ad¬ 
vances in six months or so. If 


not, a lot of canneries will be 
broke and a lot of people out of 
work.” 

FLOUR LOWER 

Food items with a large turn¬ 
over, Manker explained, are cost¬ 
ing less than last year. Beans, 
flour, vegetables—all are lower- 
priced. But the slower-moving 
items cost money. 

Meat prices average 24% per 
cent over last year’s, said Harold 
Nelson of the Annex market, who 
keeps a cl se check on prices from 
month to month. Bacon, however, 
is cheaper than it was last year, 
although ham is 10 cents a pound 
higher. Beef is steady here, while 
in the East it has almost doubled 
in price. Mutton is up 40 per cent 
here. Veal and pork will drop 
within 30 days, Nelson predicted, 
but mutton is still on the way up. 
MILK PRICE 

Milk prices may be due for a 
rise, following a state order for a 
three-cent per pound boost in pay¬ 
ments by distributors to produc¬ 
ers. But it won’t cost more just 
yet. 

Vegetables and fruits are the 
bright spot in the consumer’s life 
right now.
